Fruit has been seriously injurec 
the heavy frosts but the extent of 
damage cannot be determined at | 
ent. It Is probable that the p 
crop ba.s suffered severely in nearly all 
localities. 

During the eight months ending 
February 29, 1904, the United States 
exported 117,441,532 worth of fruit and 
huts, against •15,att.cnwwth in the 
correspondiag period of IMS-S, and 
8<>,694,S«1 worth la the 
of 1901-2. 

The unprecedented aaMmat of bb> 
settled weather for the past three or 
four weeks has put farmers very much 
behind with their work. Not even 
all the oat crop is sown yet, and very 
little ground yet broken for the corn 
crop. Most all the potatoes are plant- 
ed, but not a great deal of garden 
truck is put out except onions aod 
lettuce. 

The Lower House of Congress this 
week passed a bill repealing the inter- 
nal revenue tax of six cents a pound 
on leaf tobaeco. We do not now re- 
member the exact provisions of the 
bill, botandsrstaad It glvea practical 
free trade to kaf tohaoca It to not 
thought the bUl wUl gat throiwh the 
P aateatthtosecsioii. 

The strawberry growers of the Chat- 
tanooga district are figuring on a crop 
this year worth 1150,000. They argue 
that the cold weather of the last few 
weeks has been a help to them, inas- 
much as in some of the more North- 
ern latitudes the vines were killed by 
the cold weather. This they assert 
will insure better prices for the South 
em crop. Chattanooga will ship more 
berriea Uito Vortham aUes than ever 
before. Last ycartlwloctf cwy ran 
over 180,000 crates, and the chances 
are that the present crop will approx- 
imate 200,000 crates, with an average 
price of 75 cents a crate. This would 
bring the sum of 0150,000 into the 
pockets of the Chattanooga growers- 
Nashville Banner. 

Information from the chief burley 
tobacco centers of Kentucky, Includ- 
ing Cincinnati, and also including the 
sales on the local market, lead to the 
conclusion that the Continental To- 
bacco Company has parehssed upward 
of 80,000,000 pounds of the 190S crop of 
boriey tobacco. The 1903 crop is 
thonght to have aggregated about 
125,000,000 to 150,000,000 pounds. It 
ia reasonable to expect that the inde- 
pendents and others have taken what 
the Continental did not get. 

Many gardners fail in raising cucum- 
bers and melons on account of the rav- 
ages of the striped melon bug, diabro- 
tica vlttata. The pest is easily cun- 
troUed. Take four ounces of soap 
and boil in one quart of water until 
soap is dissolved. Add four Uble- 
spoonfois coal OIL Beat while hot for 
ten minutes. ThH quantity will last 
all summer if put away in a cool place.

.herefrom placed in the general fund as herein sjurilii-tl he shall leeave 
'lily the compensation of the one per cent, for the one fund,

Si-X"J'iON -i. The Superintendent shall he under the Immediate super- 
vision of the Water Works Committee, and shall he the general executive 
tlicer of the Water Works. It shall he his duty to s<'e that the ordinanc<>3 
ind retiolutions, rules and regulations in reference to the Water Works are 
XLXutetl and fully complied with; that the condition of all contracts hy or 
vith said works are faithfully complied with ; that the assessments of wiater 
•enti* are duly made, cidkcted and paid; and under the direction of the City 
'ouncil or Wat» Committee to imicnfe all supplies; to audit all 
lecounts and claims, and submit wo same to ttte Water Cbmrnittee, 
vith such explanation as will enable tbem to act adrisedly timeon, and 
o have a sujKTvision over all the operations and interests of said works, 
ind to keep the Water Works Conmiittec infoniied as to the condition of 
he works w itli such suggestion as he may deem necessary for the iiittTc^t-j 
if same, and keep a correct record of the location, size anil length of all the 
iilK's, hydrants and valves in use for said works; and on Januarv 1st of 
■ach year to suhniit to the Council a detail report of the conditions and 
ijierations, income and expenditures of the works for the preceding year, 
'.ith an estimate of the amount of outlay for and income of the ensuing 
car, with such other duties as the City Council or the Water Committee 
nay prescribe or direct.

Sl£C. 4. The Superintendent shall personally supervise the tapping 
of all raaias and tb« laying of the aeoessary street aerriee fife$ nd codu^ 



anil fliall have gt'iural sujKTvisioji al all the plumbing work both within 
and without the paniiirt'if, ami sliall have the power to liu^ any work which 
fa being done in violation of the ordinaBoea of the city or the nJea and 
regiUatioiia of the Water Worica. He ahsU have chai|se of the inapectiag. 
bnd ahall be antiioriaed to enter and have free aeoeaa tiie premises to 
(xamine and ascertain the location or condition of all jHpea, meters, 
hvdrants and all other water fixtures, and shall be vigilant to detect and 
warn against all abuses whether from waste or other improper use of water 
on aettcunt of negligence or for want of repairs or otherwise, and if such 
waste is not innuediatelv remedied the services leading to such premises 
shall immediately he cut off. And in case he discovers any delect in a 
private piin.' beyond the service cock he shall give notice in writing, to l.e 
left at the premis«^'s, and if the necessiiry repairs are not made within a 
reasonable time therealkT he shall cut the water off. lie shall have charge 
of and keep in repair the fire hose, and as near as possible attend all alarms 
cf lire, direct the liremen to the nearest available hydrant, notify the Water 
Works Engineer of the pieaaure needed, ahut off any part of the pipe and 
do such other things aa may be neceeeary at snch timea. 

Sec. 5. The Superintendent shall pay over to the Treasurer all 
moneys collected by him, he shall not create any indebtedness on behalf of 
tlio Water Works unless so directed by the Council or the Water Committer', 
ho shall not turn on any water for any user in the first instance until tlic 
advance rent is paid, and when the same has been cut off for cause until the 
penalty is paid, and shall cut off the supply of delinquent at the time desig- 
natitl in the ordinances, and if through his failure to do so any person thu-' 
bec-omcs indebted to the city said Supt-rintendent shall be liable for suci.

The Water Works En^neer shall have charge of the Watt r 
Worka bnildingay engines, pumps, head and inflow piix»s; and it shall he 
his duty to have the care and management of the running of the machinery, 
and be on duty at all times day and night or furnish an assistant to be on 
duty at such times as he may not be there, which assistant shall be a com- 
petent engineer, subject to the; approval of the City Council, lie sliall i)e 
under the control and sllpervi^ion of t!ie Water Committee, and report t' 
said coiiimitlee the monthly consum])tion of fuel and other materia^ used, 
indications of the gauges and counters and other information necessary to 
show the exact duty of the engines, ])unips and boilers, and from time to 
time the state of the works and such improvements as he may deem for the 
interests of the same, and perform such oilier duties as sliall be prescribed 
hf tite City CovomiI or Water Committee. 

ARTICLE IIL 

SwnoK 1. All api^icanta for the use of water shall make applica- 
tion tlieieon on the printed blanks fumidied and at the olliee of the Super- 
intendent Said applications shall be stn^urely bound in book form with 
indexes, so as to be prescrved, and same shall constitute part of the records 
of the Supereintendent's office; after the application is signed by tlie appli- 
cant, the Suix'rintendent, if there be no valid ol)jection, shall sign same, 
the contract shall thereupon be binding; if the Sujierintendent thinks tlw 
ajiplication ought not to be granted he shall at once notify the Water Com- 
mittee, giving them his reasons for refusing to grant same; whereupon 
Siiid committee shall examine into said aiiplieatioii and grant or refuse 
same in their discretion, which action of the commitUH! shall be noted on 
the margia of tiie appikitka and a reoocd tixntd made in their record 
book. 

Sec. 2. All applications for water must state fully in the applieatione 
rooitioned in iJbs preceding section, all i»urposes for which the water is 
required; must answer fairly and without concealment the necessary 
que9tiuns relative to the consumpti<m of same, the numl)er of rooms, 
ttneets, hvdrants, etc., all of which statements shall be written in the 
apj^ication. Apj.lications made by a tenant of property must be with the 
consent of the owner of the property into whose jiri'iiiises the water is })n.- 
posed to be introduced. A separate a|iplication shall be made for eacli 
building, resideiue, business place, etc.; also for each inaiuli connection 
where more than one eonnec'tion is made from one service pipe, and siM'cial 
or separate ajiplicaticm must b<' o!)taiiud for eaeii and every extension of 
the plumbin<; connection witli each and every service pipe, and iM'fore such 
extension is commenced. And no plumber shall make any change or addi- 
tional connections without first receiving a permit therefor, and no permit 
shall be issued to the i)luml)er until the apjilication as herein jwoviaed for 
is made. No permit shall be understooil or conetroed as authorizing or 
permitting anything not explicitly or truthfully stated in the application. 

Sec. 3. Upon the gEUitiug of the application the Superintendeni 
shall issue a permit to andi licensed plumber as may be selected by ilu 
aj)pli(ant, to proceed witii the work according to the appUcattcm. No such 
permit shall be iasoed until the fifty cents fee timefor ahall be pud by the 
plumlKT.

SiX'Tiox 1. .\nd plnml)er wishing to do business in connection with 
Hie Water Works must apply to the Water Committee for a license and 
furnish to it satisfactory evidence that he is a regular educated plumk'r.

Council. If the evidence l>e satisfactory said committee shall order the 
Superintendent to issue to such plumber a license, upon the jiayment to 
him in advaaee tiie aum ot The Uooiae shall be good for a period of 
(me year.

The plumber in his application for license must state full name of appli- 
cant or all aj.plicants, if it is a firm, his place of residence, his place of 
business, and the firni naine under which tlie business is to be carried on. 
The party so applying and receiving such license shall execute and depo-it 
with the Water Conunittee a bond with two or more sureties, to be

Skc. 2. Sprinkling streets and lots and yards, etc., with hose is 
restricted to live hours per day. from 5 to 7 o'clock A. M. and fnmv 4 to 7 
o'clock P. M. And in si>rinkling streets each water taker must confine 
himself to the fr(mt of his premises and half the width of the .street tlier<K)f. 

Skc. 3. 1 f proprietors of lumber yards, manufactories, halls, hotels, 
stores or publiL- buildings, who are regular customers from the works, wish 
let lay large pipe with hydrant or hose coupling to be used only in case 
of lire, they will be iiermitted to coinu'ct with the street main (upon 
ipplication to the Superintendent and under his direction) at their own 
expi nse, and will be allowed the use <rf water ther^rom fw fire purposes 
only. ~ - 

Sec. 4. In no case iriU service pipes be allowed to run aeroes lots, 
that is, frmn one lot to Another, but must be taken from the mains 
front of the premises, or some point on the street ndjaeent to sam^ eaoqpt 
■IS provided in Section 14, of Article IV. 

ARTICLE IX. 

Skction 1. Be it further ordained by the City Council of the City 
of Ijintaster, that it shall be unlawful for any person or persons to injure, 
damage, molest, obstruct or in any way interfere with the system of Water 
Works or any part thereof within the City of Lancaster, or belonging to 
said city, or to injure, damage, molest or obstruct or in any way inter- 
fere with the pipes, hydrants, valvi's or any part thereof, or in any way 
interfere with the water therein, or molest, injure, damage or int»'rfere 
with the machinery or buildings connected with said Water Works, or 
any part thereof in the City of Lancanater or bdonging to said aiy, and 
any pirson violating the provisions of thia section diall, upon eonvietira, 
be fined not kaa thnn $5.00 nor more ttian $100, «r imprisoned, not less 
than ten nor more than fifty days, or both fined and imprismied, in the 
discretion of the Court or jury trying the ease. 

Sec. 2. It shall be unlawful for any person to go upon or tressiwss 
upon the ground inside the inclosure <w fence at or around the lake, or 
to throw upon the ground or in the lake any filth, rubbish or other material 
or shall in anyway injure the foioe or gronnds, and any perscm who shall 
be found guilitv of a violation oi Itm seetien dmll be ined not leaii than 
$1.00 nor more than $100. 

Sec. 3. It shall he unlawful for any person to take or carry away or 
use any water f^om any public or private hydrant, fire plug or other fixture 
connected with the water mains, except as provided ,in tiiese ordinances, 
and any person who shall be found guilty of a vi<^ti<m of this section 
sliall be fined not loss than $5.00 nor more than $60.00. 

Sec. 4. Any person who shall be guilty of a willful ridaiion of any 
of these ordinances, rules or r^ulaticms, if the penalty be not otherwise 
provided tar herein, ahaU be fined not less than $1.00 nor more than $100.
